Official announcement of the mobilization of the Russian and Austrian armies has been 
made. No news is available of movements of the German army and this very silence, joined with 
activities along the frontiers, indicates that the Emperor's forces already are mobilized. Eng- 
land and France have their armies virtually ready but have-not ‘‘officially’’ issued decrees for 
mobilization, 

That both the military and naval forces of Germany are active, and already have com- 
mitted virtual acts of war, is indicated by despatches from Paris, St. Petersburg and Copen- 
hagen. 
Emperor William yesterday addressea & crowd of 5,000 persons in Berlin and told them 
that if the other nations could not see eye to eye with Germany, and so preserve peace, he hoped 
to unsheath his sword to the honor of the counfry. He urged his peoples to repair to the 
churches and invoke God's aid and blessing on their gallant army.

French Cabinet Deliberates 
PARIS, August 1.—The French cabinet council deliberated until early this morning, discussing the 
crisis and prospective measures. President Poincare signed three deerees,. the first extending until 
August 1 the terms for the payment of obligations be coming due within that time; the second preventing 
ihe export of grains aud other products of the soil, and the third abolishing duties on the importation 
of farinaceous products. A brief formal statement setting forth the action of the council was given out 
anda review of the developments to date were sent out by a semi-oflicial news agency, This communi 
cation veferring to the extreme gravity of the crisis, says: 
it is learned that since July 25 up to today Germany has armed its forts and continued to the east 
of Thionvil (Diedenhofen) and Metz a number of army corps.

Three locomotives of the Easteru Railway Company have 
heen stopped at Montreaux-Vieux, a German frontier station, and 14 other locomotives at Amanvillers 
(a German station) have been put in such condition as to make their return to France impossible. At

The existing censorship on the continent of Murope is greatly delaying 
the trinsmission of such messages as are permitted to come through. 
Germany, Austria and Russia have already imposed silence upon news- 
papers and press correspondents; France? Haly and Servia are expected 
to follow suit today; and the British foreign office has “requested” its 
press to refrain from publishing news of military mobilizations, or to 
make known the whereabouts of naval units. 

News which filters through is necessarily brief. Official messages 
from the coutinent may be authorized by continental governments, but 
to what extent it is impossible to determine. The Bulletin’s sense of 
responsibility to its readers impels the publishers to print all despatches 
received from regular news sources, without regard to conflicting state- 
ments, Experience has shown that official reports from two nations at 
war differ widely, Should there be any interruption of news service from 
Berlin, Vienna, St. Petersburg, Paris, London or Belgrade, i¢ will be due 
to the strict censorship of press despatches by the governments of the 
powers.

ONLY TRUE TEST 
OF CHAMPIONS 


New York Critic Sees Decline of 
Fighting Stamina and Increase 
of Tango Art 


_— 


New York, July 24.—No doubt we 
have more good boxers and _ better 
ones today than we ever had before. 

But we haven't the fighters they had 
a generation ago. Or at least if we 
have they don't show it any more. 
Why is this thus? 

Why, the answer is that we have 
quit having finish fights. 

A finish fight is a fight, you mieht 
say, to the death. Having. started, it 
continues until one man or the other 
is knocked out, There used to be no 
such thing as winning on points. One 
of the two might hit the other 1,000,- 
000 times to No, 2's once, but if the 


; 1,000,000 were only taps and the one 


was a knockout, No, 2 won that fight. 

It was a good thing for a fighter to 
be a boxer, too; but if he couldn't be 
both it was a fighter he needed to be. 
Por fighters won those fights. 

Ah, them was the days of fights! 

Today a boxer and a fighter get into 
the ring together for a four or a six 
ora 10 or a 20 round go. The boxer 
piles up points and points and points, 
When the fierhter goes after him he 
runs away. At the end of the four or 
six or 10 or 20 rounds the boxer has 
points to burn and the fighter hasn't 
much or any at all. 

So the referee gives the boxer the 
decision. He can’t do anything else. 

And yet the referee and the two 
scrappers and their seconds and every- 
body in the audience knows if it had 
gone to a finish the fighter, who was 
maybe just beginning to get in his 
work when the gong rang for the last 
time, would have won. 

Take Welsh and Ritchie, for in- 
stance—Welsh won, but he didn't win 
a fight. 

There's something mighty unsatis- 
factory about a result like that. It's
